VVk  take  genuine  satisfaction  in  record- 
ing tlie  fact  ili.il  the  first  important  success 
under  dm  recent  reciprocity  trealy,  has  been 
secured  by  Brazil.  The  editor  of  the  Jornal 
do  Com '/Hereto  lias  not  yet  made  a  note  of 
this  in  his  daily  discussions  of  die  question, 
but  we  arc  confident  that  he  will  be  only 
too  glad  to  do  so  when  ihe  facts  are  placed 
before  him.  In  our  discussions  of  the 
question  we  have  repeatedly  urged  that  the 
trealy  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  sugar  ■ 
industries  of  Brazil,  and  this  benefit  we  have 
considered  of  exceptional  importance  be- 
cause of  the  economic  condition  of  the 
northern  stales  and  because  of  the  desirabil- 
ity of  encouraging  the  development  of  other 
industries  so  that  the  country  should  be  no 
longer  kept  dependent  upon  one  product 
alone.  That  the  treaty  is  likely  to  assist 
materially  in  accomplishing  this  result  is 
proved  by  the  following  extract  from  the 
regular  market  report  of  Messrs.  Henry 
Forster&Co.  (l'emainbuco)  of  May  ist. : 
The  improvement  in  die  U.S.  markets  made 
ours  active  up  to, end  of  last  week  and  5,000  tuns 
were  purchased  ;  since  ilicn  dulness  abroad  lias 
lowered  buyers  offers  which  are  declined  by  sellers 
and  no  sales  ate  reported  recently, 

The  very  small  demand  from  the  South  caused 
n  decline  m  dry  sugars,  which  enabled  packers  lo 
meet  exporter's  views  and  sales  resulted  of  2,000 
ions  No.  13  to  14  at  14/3  to  15/-. 

It  is  about  40  years  since  this  grade  was  export- 
ed to  Ihe  U.  S.  ;  llic  change  in  the  tariff  there  now 
admits  its  importation. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  from  this  that  an 
important  market  for  high  grade  sugars  has 
thus  been  opened  by  this  treaty,  which 
must  certainly  be  of  immediate  and  material 
benefit  lo  the  sugar  planter;,  and  central 
factoiies  of  the  country.  This  is  an  advant- 
age so  important  and  valuable,  especially  to 
the  northern  stales,  that  it  can  not  be  ignor- 
ed in  the  consideration  ol  this  question.  If 
the  cultivation  of  cmo  and  the  production 
of  sugar  be  taken  up  intelligently  and  with 
energy,  Brazil  can  not  fail  to  reap  immense 
advantages  Iron.  it.  It,  however,  she  pre- 
fers to  du  nothing  just  because  the  same 
advantages  are  granted  lo  other  sugar-pro- 
ducing countries,  then  the  result  will  be  no 
belter  than  die  case  deserves.

It  is  not  our  custom  to  take  any  part,  or 
express  any  opinion,  in  legal  questions  be- 
tween private  parties,  but  our  attention  has 
recently  been  called  to  two  cases  in  which 
there  is  evidently  a  miscarriage  of  justice 
which  so  directly  concerns  the  credit  of  the 
country  and  the  interests  of  foreign  mer- 
chants that  a  b(riel  comment  will  not  be 
considered  out  ol  place.  From  copies 
of  the  complaints  ami  decisions,  and 
from  the  professional  opinion  of  the 
lawyer  in  charge  of  the  cases,  it  would  ap- 
pear that  a  foreign  mercantile  house  has 
been  denied  a  judgment  in  the  civil  courts 
ol  1'ara  on  actions  which  it  had  brought 
against  recognized  and  self-confessed  deb- 
tors. The  plaintiffs  were  Messrs.  Hieber  & 
Co.,  London,  ami  the  defendants  tlie  "Utiiao 
Commercial  "  company  in  one  case,  and 
Sr.  Fred.  Pond  in  the  other.  The  first  case 
concerns  a  joint-slock  company  whose  cap- 
ital wasiixed  at  2,000,000$,  of  which  only 
35  per  cent  was  called  up,  but  not  all  paid. 
The  debts  amounted  tit  ^4,000105,000. 
An  arrangement  was  made  for  the  friendly 
liquidation  of  these  debts  and  certain  pay- 
ments were  made.  Eventually  all  payments 
ceased,  and  it  was  then  that  the  plaintiffs 
petitioned  for  a  judicial  liquidation,  which 
was  denied  them  on  the  ground  that  they 
had  recognized  the  amicable  liquidation  by 
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the  acceptance  of  payments.  As  the  de- 
fendant company  had  suspended  these  pay- 
ments, notwithstanding  its  uncalled  capital, 
this  sentence  is  equivalent  to  denying  a  legal 
recourse  to  a  creditor  lor  the  collection  of  a 
recognized  debt.  In  the  second  case,  llie 
defendant's  indebtedness  (/ 4,400)  was 
proved  by  letters  and  receipts  passed  for  pay- 
ments on  account.  In  the  action  the  de- 
fendant obtained  a  transfer  of  the  case  from 
ihe/tft*  do  commerao  to  theyWs  do  civel  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  not  a  commercial 
cause,  and  then  had  it  thrown  out  of, court 
on  the  ground  that  it  exceeded  the  stipulated 
sum  (Re.  i,aoo$ooo)  fixed  by  a  law  of 
1793.  If  recognized  debts  are  to  be  thrown 
nut  of  Brazilian  courts  in  this  manner,  not 
only  will  the  reputation  of  the  country  suf- 
fer discredit,  but  foreign  merchants  will  be 
driven  to  the  necessity  of  restricting  their 
transactions  to  a  cash  basis.  A  proper  sense 
of  justice  and  fair  dealing  should  lead  Bra- 
zilian courts  to  be  all  the  more  scrupulous 
in  cases  were  the  creditor  is  a  foreigner,  but 
in  Para*  the  very  reverse  seems  lo  be  the  case. 


THE  action  of  the  custom-house  laborers 
in  regard  to  an  employ*;  who  reported  one 
of  their  number  caught  breaking  into  a 
package  in  one  of  the  warehouses,  and  the 
subsequent  action  of  the  minister  in  sus- 
pending this  man  for  doing  just  what  he  is 
employ111'  to  do,  once  more  raises  the  ques- 
tion'or  how  merchants  are  to  lie  protected 
against  robberies  in  the  custom-house,  The 
employe  in  question  had  a  laborer  arrested 
for  breaking  into  a  package  of  goods,  but 
the  man  was  subsequently  released  at  the 
request  of  a  politician  and  then  died,  it  is 
said,  from  the  effects  of  a  healing.  Who 
gave  him  the  beating  does  not  appear,  but 
because  his  arrest  was  due  to  the  informa- 
tion given  by  the  employe"  in  charge  of  the 
warehouse  the  laborers  choose  to  consider 
that  he  is  responsible  lor  the  man's  death. 
A  more  unjust  charge  can  not  be  imagined, 
and  when  to  this  we  add  the  resolution  of 
the  minister  to  suspend  the  employe  and 
investigate  the  charge  we  have  a  climax  of 
absurdity  and  injustice  which  is  simply 
without  parallel.  In  view  of  this  action  no 
employe  in  future  will  care  to  interfere  with 
the  thieves  who  make  it  their  business  to 
rob  the  cases  stored  in  the  custom-house, 
These  robberies  are  of  daily  occurrence, 
and  the  percentage  of  loss  on  certain  lines 
of  goods  is  very  heavy.  In  future  it  will  be 
still  heavier  and  the  government  will  be 
morally  responsible  for  it. 


While  we  have  the  fullest  sympathy  with 
merchants  and  consumers  in  their  com- 
plaints against  the  enhanced  costs  of  goods 
through  the  payment  of  import  duties  in 
gold,  wc  find  it  impossible  to  agree  with 
them  that  this  measure  is  the  cause  of  the 
unfortunate  situation  in  which  we  are  plac- 
ed. As  long  as  the  government  has  gold 
obligations  to  meet,  it  is  perfectly  just  and 
rational  that  it  should  require  the  payment 
of  import  duties  in  coin.  The  United 
States  government  has  always  done  this,  and 
so  tar  as  we  know  it  has  never  been  con- 
sidered an  injustice  by  the  importers  there. 
During  the  civil  war,  the  depreciation  of 
currency  (generally  called  the  "premium 
on  gold  ")  was  much  greater  than  the  pre- 
sent depreciation  of  the  currency  here,  but 
business  was  always  active,  employment 
plentiful  and  wages  correspondingly  high, 
for  which  reasons  there  were  no  privations 
among  the  people  which  could  be  directly 
traced  to  this  cause.  It  was  even  consider- 
ed prejudicial  when  paper  began  to  increase 
in  value,  because  that  led  to  a  fail  in  prices, 
in  values  and  in  wages.  Unhappily,  Brazil 
is  placed  in  a  widely  different  position  and 
the  effects  of  high  prices  are  far  more  harm- 
ful than  ever  they  were  in  the  United  Slates. 
In  that  country  the  people  were  so  little 
dependent  upon  foreign  countries  that  their 
ports  could  have  been  entirely  closed  with- 
out causing  them  any  serious  privation. 
Here  the  people  are  so  dependent  upon 
imported  goods  that  closing  their  ports 
would  cause  widespread  distress.  There  is 
also  less  regular  employment  lor  ihe  people, 
low  wages,  and  an  insufficiency  in  product- 
ive industries  to  supply  them  with  the  neces- 
saries of  life.  The  increased  cost  of  goods, 
therefore,  tends  to  cause  the  greatest  pri- 
vations among  the  people,  and  is  leading 
to  labor  strikes  everywhere.  When  it  is 
further  considered  that  the  present  deprecia- 
tion of  the  currency  is  due  to  an  excessive 
issue,  to  bad  government  and  to  specula- 
tion, it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the. real 
cause  is  to  be  found  elsewhere  than  in  the 
imposition  61  gold  duties.     Let  it  lie  con- 


sidered also  that  there  are  now  no  exports 
to  assist  in  keeping  up  exchange,  and  that 
speculators  have  been  indirectly  working 
against  a  better  exchange  by  their  purchases 
of  various  enterprises  from  foreign  comp- 
anies, which  implies  sending  money  out  of 
the  country,  and  we  have  more  than  reason 
enough  for  the  present  low  exchange  with- 
out attributing  it  to  gold  duties.  If  the 
government  would  reduce  the  duties  on 
necessaries,  we  should  probably  have  less 
cause  for  complaint.

EXPERIENCES  OF  LANCASHIRE 
•MEN  IN  BRAZIL, 

Snnie  time  ago  rmlf  a  dozen  Accringron  men  left 
England  for  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  assist  in  the  erection 
of  a  mill  which  was  being  fitted  up  by  Messrs. 
^toward  and  Bullough,  the  well-known  Lancashire 
machinists,  of  Aecrlnglou.  Three  of  the  men  died 
of  yellow  fever  after  much  privation.  They  were 
all  hrlcksetters,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Walter 
Diimiiuoiid,  o[  AccriiiEton,  who,  accompanied  by 
his  son,  has  returned  home  with  a  terrible  tale  of 
Suffering  ami  win-.  His  story,  relaled  to  a  local 
pressman,  is  as  follows!  "There  were  six  of  us 
altogether  -  myself  and  son,  Richard  Hopkmscm, 
Jame*  Ball,  Edward  Anderson,  and  John  Palmer, 
all  belonging  to  AccriiiEton,  and  all  b.ickselters. 
Our  privations  were  terrible  —we  suffered  as  much 
n-  men  could  possibly  suffer.  We  began  work  al- 
most immediately  alter  arriving  at  Rio,  ami  had 
great  trouble  with  mir  lodgings.  The  accommo- 
dation found  us  was  miserable,  but  we  were  inform- 
ed 1  bat  il  was  the  best  we  could  gel.  Our  com- 
bniiioiK  were  ihe  most  beastly  loud  of  vermin 
Imaginable  —  it  was  enough  to  give  you  the  "  shud- 
ders "  every  time  you  set  eyes  upon  them.  Lizards 
ami  mosquitoes  simply  swarmed.  01  aitls  there 
was  an  endless  variety,  anil  you  could  numher  in 
the  crowd  great  hairy  spiders  five  or  six  inches 
across,  coin):  tip  and  down  the  walls  like  race- 
horses,  and  cockroaches  as  big  as  mice.  The  heat 
Us  intense,  and  we  learned  that  a  doctor  had 
written  to  the  papers  to  say  that  the  weather  was 
to  hot  thai  it  was  not  fit  lor  Europeans  to  work 
(luring  Ihe  day.  Our  master  was  a  kind,  consider- 
ate obi  gentleman,  but  ours  was  out-of-door  work, 
and  we  ha.l  no  protection  from  the  sun  save  a 
handkerchief,  li  was  awfully  fatiguing.  We  were 
al  it  It sis  in  the  morning  utilil  live  in  the  even- 
ing, with  only  a  break  of  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
for  breakfast,  for  out  there  you  have  only  two 
meals  a  day  —  breakfast  and  dinner.  When  we 
finished  at  night,  wet  with  perspiration,  there  was 
110  fin-  to  go  home  1o  to  dry  our  clothes,  and  often 
enough  we  had  to  pul  on  our  damp  clothes  —  and 
that,  too.  after  having  had  a  night  with  a  lively 
tribe  of  vermin.  There  was  yellow  fever  about, 
and  people  were  dying  off  like  rats.  We  saw 
hem  bringing  carts  filled  with  coffins.  The  dead 
bodies  were  tumbled  into  the  ground  without  cere- 
mony, four  or  five  into  one  grave,  and  then  the 
empty  coffins  would  be  taken  tuck  at  night  for  an- 
other load.  The  sight  was  enough  to  make  an 
English  man's  blood  run  cold.  We  had  been  there 
three  months,  and  were  then  stricken  down.  I  was 
the  first,  ami  iheu  Hopkiuson.  Poor  fellow  !  he 
didn't  last  many  hours.  They  took  him  to  San 
Sebastian,  and  his  removal  thereto  denoted  thai  it 
was  a  hopeless  case.  Anderson  had  to  follow,  and 
then  Hall,  all  three  never  to  return  again.  At  the 
hospital  we  were  treated  with  great  kindness  — 
the  doctor  ami  the  sisters  were  all  kind,  and  I  re- 
covered. Nor  was  the  treatment  of  the  natives 
Outside  anything  to  complain  of.  We  have  only  to 
complain  of  the  treatment  of  our  own  countrymen. 
lint  the  lodgings,  they  were  awful.  Palmer  was 
the  only  one  Of  ihe  party  who  was  not  affected  by 
the  climate.  "  Questioned  as  to  why  they  did  not 
complain  to  the  master  as  to  their  lodgings,  Dium- 
mond  explained  that  they  could  not  speak  the  lan- 
guage in  vogue,  everything  having  to  be  done 
through  an  interpreter.  As  soon-  as  the  master 
found  out  the  facts  lie  did  all  he  could  to  remedy 
the  evil,  but  it  was  then  too  late  —  three  of  the 
party  had  died  and  two  were  returning  home.

STATE  OF   THE  COUNTRY. 

We  have  never  known  a  time  in  which  the  state 
of  the  country,  or,  as  they  are  more  popularly 
called,  ihe  camp  districts  was  worse  than  it  is  at 
present,  when  it  calls  imperatively  upon  the  pub- 
lic powers  of  the  province  for  protective  measures, 
ami  upon  the  settlers  and  colonists  themselves  for 
organization  in  the  interests  of  the  common  weal. 

Tin's  may  be  aitributed  to  several  causes;  it  is 
doubtless  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  prevail- 
ing distress  and  scarcity  ol  work  in  town,  which 
has  originated  a  like  state  ol  things  in  the  rural 
districts.  Then,  again,  taking  advantage  of  these 
pretexts  (sic)  a  great  host  of  idlers  and  vagabonds 
who  do  not  waul  work;  and  whose  poverty  is 
directly  attributable  to  their  own  fault,  have  raised 
the  cry  of  no  work  lo  do— with  which  they  would 
fain  billet  themselves  upon  the  community,  making 
capital  out  of  the  prevalent  distress. 

The  most  serious  aspect  ol  this  state  ot  affairs 
is  that  to  be  encountered  in  the  distant  colonies, 
where  bands  of  marauders  either  mixing  with,  or 
pretending  to  be  Indians,  fall  upon  ihe  defenseless 
settlements  making  them  an  easy  prey  to  their 
savagery. 

We  notice  thai  in  some  of  the  colonies,  the  prin- 
cipal setllers  have  already  organized  what  we  may 
term  vigilance  committees  for  purposes  of  self- 
defence,  and  whilst  we  would  recommend  the  same 
to  be  done  everywhere,  we  can  not  close  our  eyes 
to  the  insufficiency  of  such  defensive  measures,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  oilier  objections  that  might  be 
raised  against  them  should  they  be  generally 
adopted  without  being  backed  and  in  some  meas- 
ure controlled  by  ihe  public  powers.  The  pro- 
tection of  the  lives  and  interests  of  the  people  is 
the  first,  ami  certainly  the  most  legitimate  duty  of 
the  government,  and  yel  we  see  ihe  rulers  of  ihe 
nation,  and,  after  them,  those  of  the  individual 
pinvinces,  settlements  and  colonies  neglecting  this 
great  duly,  ami  Miffeiing  criminals:  ol  every  dye  lo 


<mrry  on  their  nefarious  practices  with  impunity  as 
if,  forsooth,  they  are  too  busy  preparing  for 
elect  ions  with  which  they  have  no  lawful  right  to 
interfere;  hatching  financial  schemes  calculated  to 
prolong  for  a  season  their  own  times  of  plenty, 
ifjough  it  he  at  the  public  cost;  and  doing  every- 
thing but  what  is  as  we  have  said,  their  chiel  and 
uost  legitimate  duty. 

Thing!  can  not  continue  long,  however,  in  this 
Condition,  Already  ihe  sturdy  colonists  on  the 
frontiers  are  arming  for  sell-defence,  and  ihe  qties- 
tin  11  to  be  considered  is  — whether  it  is  desirable 
thus  to  let  ihem  realize  their  power,  or  whether  it 
were  belter  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  their  doing 
so,  by  adopting  strict  and  efficacious  measures  for 
tlie  suppression  of  crime  In  ihe  counlry  districts.

You  are  advised  that  to  avoid  abuses  and  im- 
proper direction  lor  the  sovereigns  bought  from 
the  banks,  for  account  of  those  sent  to  the  banks 
bj  the  Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold  to 
merchants,  I  have  resolved  to  ask  that  you  will 
lake  steps  to  the  end  that  such  sales  shall  hereafter 
oily  be  made  upon  presentation  of  import  dis- 
patches, duly  organized,  in  order  thai  it  may  be 
clearly  evident  that  they  (the  sovereigns)  are  to 
be  applied  to  the  payment  o(  duties. 

The  sales  of  sovereigns  will  be  made  at  the 
official  quotation  ol  exchange  on  the  preceding  day 
with  an  abatement  of  '^.

IHE  STRIKE  IN  SANTOS. 

For  some  time  past  there  have  been  partial  stokes 
in  Santos  as  well  as  in  some  other  places,  the 
most  important  of  which  was  that  of  the  railway 
laborers  a  lew  months  ago.  On  the  14th,  how- 
ever, a  general  strike  was  declared  among  laborers 
of  all  classes,  who,  numbering  some  5,000  persons, 
at  once  assumed  a  threatening  attitude. 

Oi}  the  151I1  the  strike  continued  and  groups  of 
disorderly  laborers  carrying  flags  paraded  the 
streets,  some  of  them  armed,  it  is  said,  with  dyna- 
mite bombs.  In  many  [daces  they  tore  up  the 
tramway  tracks  ami  the  pavements.  The  laborers 
who  were  willing  lo  work  were  not  permitted  by 
the  strikers  to  do  so, 

The  population  of  the  city  was  greatly  alarmed 
as  the  police  force  was  insufficient  to  maintain  or- 
der. Banks  and  other  business  houses  closed 
their  doors,  and  the  custom-house  followed  their 
example. 

The  chief  of  police  arrived  from  S.  Paulo  on  the 
morning  of  the  15th  and  at  I  p.m.  a  detachment  of 
100  men  took  the  cars  in  that  city  for  Santos.  The 
crew  of  ihe  cruiser  Primeiro  de  Mateo,  which  had 
reached  Santos  on  the  14th,  was  ordered  to  hold 
itself  in  readiness  to  land  at  a  moment's  notice. 

A  telegram  received  iu  S.  Paulo  at  5  p.  m.  re- 
ported that  there  had  been  fighting  and  that  sev. 
era!  persons  had  been  killed  and  wounded. 

The  Santos  strike  reached  its  climax  on  the  15th. 
On  the  following  day  there  were  but  slight  de- 
monstrations, and  on  the  17th  many  of  the  strikers 
returned  to  their  work.  The  principal  cause  was 
that  of  wages,  the  men  asking  the  very  reasonable 
advance  of  500  reis  a  day. 

In  view  of  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living,  this 
demand  was  perfectly  justifiable.  The  public  very 
generally  sympathized  with  the  men,  as  also  the 
pi)lice  force.  The  so-called  chief  ol  the  labor  party, 
Lieut.  Vinhaes,  appeared  on  the  scene  on  the  lSth 
and  look  the  business  in  hand.  From  private  tel- 
egrams received  here  yesterday  afternoon,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  strike  has  broken  out  afresh.

OPERA  FOR  SOUTH  AMERICA 

The  ease  and  rapidity  with  which  an  opera  com- 
pany can  be  put  on  a  war  footing  was  delightfully 
demonstrated  a  few  mornings  ago  by  Mr.  Edwin 
Geary  at  the  Royally  Theatre.  Mr.  Geary,  who 
is  known  among  iiis  intimate  acquaintances  as  "the 
goldetrhaired  Thespian  ",  took  an  opera  company 
of  50  people  to  South  America  last  spring,  and  pi- 
loted Ihem  through  the  Argentine  Republic,  Uru- 
guay, and  Brazil. 

During  his  visit  to  South  America  he  made  con- 
tracts to  give  a  certain  number  of  performances  in 
some  of  the  principal  cities  this  year,  and  on  May 
13  he  will  sail  from  Liverpool  with  a  company  of 
60  people  lor  an  extended  tour  through  South 
America. 

The  trip  itself  would  be  an  inducement  to  engage 
under  Mr.  Geary's  banner.  The  Pacific  Steam 
Navigation  Company's  steamer  Iberia  will  carry 
the  company.  On  the  voyage  she  will  touch  at 
Bordeaux,  Corunna,  Vigo,  Lisbon,  the  Canary  Is- 
lands, will  pass  within  sight  of  TeneiifTe,  and  thence 
run  straight  to  1'ernambuco,  where  the  company 
will  play  for  two  weeks.  At  Rio  de  Janeiro  they 
will  play  a  month,  and  afterwards  divide  a  month 
between  Buenos  Ayres  and  Montevideo.  If  by 
that  time  Chili  has  fought  herself  into  a  peaceful 
condition,  M  r.  Geary  will  take  his  company 
through  the  Straits  of  Magellan  to  Chili,  and  play 
12  nights  at  Valparaiso  and  the  same  number  al 
Santiago.  It  is  his  intention  lo  appear  also  al 
lipii<|ue  and  Arica,  at  Callao  and  at  Lima,  thence 
going  overmuch  of  the  old  ground  as  well  as  some 
new  country. 

The  repertoire  ol  ihe  company,  will  consist  of 
"  Erminie,  "  "Dorothy,"  "  PepUa,  "  "Pirates  of 
Penzance,"  ■■I'mafoae,"  "Mikado,"  "Patience," 
and  "  Falinilza.  "

— The  Buenos  Aires  sanitary  authorities  have 
imposed  quarantine  against  Paranagua. 

—The  postornce  at  Azul,  Argentina,  has  been 
destroyed  by  fire. 

—The  currency  circulation  of  the  Banco  Nation- 
al of  Montevideo  at  the  end  of  last  month  was  $3,- 
385.409- 

—The  mortgage  banks  of  Buenos  Aires  are  !>e- 
giuning  to  advertise  the  estates  of  insolvent  debt- 
ors for  sale. 

— According  to  telegrams  from  the  south  the 
peace  negotiations  in  Chili  have  failed,  and  the 
representatives  of  the  revolmionary  party  have  re- 
turned to  Iquique. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  16th  says  that 
an  English  syndicate  has  agreed  to  furnish  $40,. 
000,000  for  the  creation  of  a  national  bank  provid- 
ing the  cily  of  Buenos  Aires  will  subscribe  $20,- 
000,000. 

The  Argentine  chamber  of  deputies  is  going 

to  devote  its  consideration  to  a  measure  for  re- 
stricting the  issue  of  nickel.  It  would  be  much 
better,  m  our  opinion,  for  it  to  restrict  paper  issues 
and  make  economies.  The  nickel  circulation  will 
never  throw  the  country  into  bankruptcy. 

—  Unpleasant  rumors  were  afloat  yesterday 
(May  13th)  about  a  revolutionary  movement  hav- 
ing broken  out  in  the  state  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul, 
Brazil.  Although  nothing  official  or  definite  has 
transpire:!,  it  is  known  that  the  state  is  very  agi- 
tated, and  the  rumors  are  so  serious  that  the 
Oriental  government  has  ordered  troops  to  Qua- 
rabim  and  Cuchilla  de  Santa  Ana,  in  order  to  guard 
the  frontier.—  Montevideo  Times,  May  14th. 

— Even  at  this  late  stage,  Berlin  is  very  timid 
about  the  possibility  of  trouble  arising  from  its  im- 
portant holdings  of  Argentine  securities.  The  de- 
sire ol  holders  to  realize  is  becoming  more  intense, 
and  although  they  impose  a  prudent  restraint  upon 
their  anxiety  and  avoid  large  sales,  yet  the  fear  is 
entertained  that  bad  news  from  Buenos  Aires  may 
any  day  precipitate  a  stampede  ot  selling.  I,ast 
month  unfavorable  news  from  Argentina  caused 
such  heavy  sales  that  the  commissioners  of  the 
Berlin  exchange  had  to  intefere  and  prevented 
more  than  half  ihe  orders  to  sell  being  executed, 
the  remainder  being  postponed.  This  intervention 
was  regarded  as  having  staved  off  a  panic.  This 
weak  spot  in  Berlin  is  an  unfavorable  factor  in  the 
European  financial  situation,  and  reveals  a  wider 
extent  of  impairment  arising  from  the  Argentine 
disaster  ihan  has  been  supposed  to  exist.  Even 
should  the  European  markets  escape  any  fresh  out- 
break of  acute  trouble  from  this  source,  the  best 
that  can  be  expected  will  be  a  long  and  em- 
barrassing carrying  ol  a  large  mass  of  dubious  or 
comparatively  worthless  securities,  which  will  act 
as  a  drag  upon  enterprise.— New  York  Commercial 
Bulletin,  April  7th.

—The  President  ol  ilic  Once  Commercial  Room 
of  Buenos  Aires  has  sent  to  the  minister  ol  finance 
an  estimate  of  the  stock  of  wheat  and  flour  in  the 
country,  via:  4,700,000  bags  of  wheat  and  500,000 
bags  of  flour;  the  daily  consumption  of  flour  is  es- 
timated at  8,000  hags,  so  that  2,160,000  bags 
would  be  required  to  meet  the  consumption  at  the 
end  of  January,  1892,  when  the  produce  of  another 
harvest  will  tie  available.  3,320,000  hagsol  wheat 
will  make  1,660,000  bags  of  flour  which,  added  to 
the  present  stock  of  500,000  will  make  the  quan- 
tity required,  and  there  will  remain  1,380,000 
bags  of  wheat  available   for   exportation. 


Railroad    Notes 


—At  the  request  of  the  municipal  councillors  of 
Campinas  the  board  of  directors  of  the  PnuHsta 
railway  company  lias  resolved  not  lo  remove  their 
workshops  from  that  city  to  Jundiahy. 

-The  clerks  of  the  Rio  station  of  the  Central 
railway  ask  for  an  increase  of  15  per  cent,  in  their 
salaries  and  the  minister  of  agriculture  tells  them 
to  wait  until  the  new  regulations  of  the  road  are 
organized. 

— The  Pkarol,  of  Juiz  de  F6ra,  in  its  issue  of  the 
:  5tli  inst.,  publishes  complaints  against  the  Leo- 
poldina  railway.  According  to  one  of  these  com- 
plaints merchandise  shipped  at  the  station  of  Serra- 
ria  take  ao  to  30  days  lo  reach  that  of  Silveba 
Lobo. 

—The  board  of  directors  of  the  Mogyana  rail- 
way company  has  contracted  with  the  engineer 
Trajano  Villanova  for  building  the  extension,  137 
ki'ometres,  between  Uberabn  and  S.  Pedro  de 
Uberabinha.  The  amount  to  be  paid  is  2,182,500$ 
and  the  work  must  be  completed  within  twenty 
months. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  granted  a  priv- 
ilege, with  interest  guarantee,  on  a  railway  from 
Paraty,  slate  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  to  Iguape,  stale  of 
Sao  Paulo,  passing  through  Ubatuba,  Guaralitba, 
S.  Sebasliao  and  Santos.  The  line  will  be  a  con- 
tinuation ol  the  Angra  dos  Rets  railway  now  under 
construction. 

_It  is  proposed  to  build  a  tramway  between 
Chacara  and  Sarandy,  in  the  municipal  district  of 
Juiz  de  Fora,  and  the  stations  of  Cedofeita  and 
Mathias  Barbosa  on  the  Central  railway.  The  cost 
of  this  road  is  estimated  at  210,000$,  its  length  lie- 
ing  42  kilometres.  It  will  pass  through  a  coffee 
district  producing  100,000  bags  ol  coffee  per  an- 
num, and  it  is  thought  that  the  gross  receipts  from 
this  and  other  sources  will  amount  to  87,000$  a 
year,  while  the  operating  expenses  are  estimated  at 
46,000$. 

—We  are  advised  that  the  Cachneira  station  is 
crammed  full  ol  freight  and  that  no  more  freight  for 
S.  Paulo  has  been  received  at  the  Central  station  in 
this  city  for  some  days  past.  This  is  a  most 
disgraceful  stale  of  affairs  and  reflects  no  credit  on 
the  official  management  of  these  railway  lines,  The 

Eurchase  of  the  Sao  Paulo  and  Rio  de  Janeiro  line 
y  the  government  is  evidently  of  very  little  prac- 
tical advantage  to  the  public.  If  the  rolling  stock 
is  not  sufficient,  why  is  it  not  possible  to  keep 
freight  trains  running  all  night? 

—The  director  of  the  railway  from  Porto  Alegre 
to  Uruguayanais  at  loggerheads  with  his  staff,  and 
it  seems  that  he  addressed  a  communication  to  the 
minister  of  agriculture  proposing  several  dismissals, 
On  the  other  hand  a  telegram  has  been  sent  by  the 
staff  to  the  minister,  asking  him  to  take  no  action 
on  the  director's  proposals  until  he  receives  a  me- 
irorial  to  be  sent  by  steamer.  "We  shall  thor- 
oaghly  demonstrate,"concludes  the  telegram,  "the 
complete  disorganization  of  the  road  under  the  di- 
rection of  Engineer  Sod  re"  and  his  want  of  judg- 
ment, eauity,  justice  and  other  requisites."

GERAL  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

A  numerous  committee  of  holders  of  debentures 
of  this  company  came  yesterday  tocomplain  against 
the  delay  in  their  payment.  The  published  an- 
nouncement slated  that  the  payment  would  be 
made  upon  presentation  of  the  debentures  and  that 
these  were  ready,  but,  on  reaching  the  office,  il 
was  declared  to  the  holders  that  payment  would 
only  be  made  upon  presentation  of  the  cards  passed 
by  the  company,  and  that  only  after  the  last  of 
these  had  been  prerented  would  new  ones  be  ' 
sued. 

The  creditors  cannot  calculate  when  the  last  of 
these  cards  will  be  presented,  and  thus  no 
knows  how  long  he  must  wait;  neverlheless  the 
evil  could  be  readily  corrected  by  making  payments 
every  day. 

Although  there  arc  500,000  debentures  to  pay, 
in  this  manner  within  a  short  lime  everyone  would 
be  satisfied'

—It  is  slated  thai  in  S.  Paulo  on  Die  14th  a  po- 
lice delegate  insulted  Capl.  Floriano  Florambel  da 
Conceicao,  an  officer  noted  for  his  name  and  his 
revolutionary  services.  The  captain's  friends  are 
very  indignant  about  il,  and  so  we  are  threatened 
with  another  military  question. 

— It  is  reported  that  the  epidemic  of  yellow  fever 
in  Rezende  is  making  terrible  ravages  among  the 
people.  Several  physicians  are  ill,  including  one 
of  those  sent  by  the  government.  The  deaths  had 
reached  a  total  of  53  on  ihe  15th,  which  is  a  ser- 
ious exhibit  for  a  small  town,  and  for  the  few  days 
since  ihe  fever  made  its  appearance. 


—Senator  Qiiintino  Bocayuva  has  returned  to 
the  post  of  editor-in-chief  of  the  /'ah. 

— It  is  stated  that  Dr.  Amcrico  Brazilicnsc  de- 
clines a  place  in  the  ministry,  preferring  to  be 
elected  governor  of  S.  Pauto. 

—The  Estado  de  S.  Paulo  says  that  there  will  be 
no  change  in  the  ministry  until  immediately  before 
the  meeting  ol  congress. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  declined  the  offer 
of  Egydio  Tallone  for  the  lease  ol  the  Santa  Cruz 
plantation  at  an  annual  rent  of  2a, 000$. 

— Il  is  said  that  Dictator  Balmaceda  wants  to 
raise  a  foreign  loan.  Here's  another  opportunity 
for  the  Banco  de  Credilo  Popular. 

—At  a  house  on  Rua  da  Misericordia  the  police 
arrested  on  the  12th  two  men  and  iwo  women  sup- 
posed to  be  implicated  in  the  robbery  of  Farani's 
jewelery  shop. 

— An  important  document  attached  to  the  sla 
tales  of  a  company  has  disappeared  bom  the 
Junta  Commercial,  and  the  police  is  trying  to  dis- 
cover what  has  become  of  it. 

—  In  taking  leave  of  the  artillery,  which  had 
been  under  his  command,  Gen.  Candido  Costa 
says  that  he  continues  to  be  devoted  to  the  interests 
ol  the  generalissimo. 

— According  10  the  lasl  report  of  the  society  for 
ihe  establishment  of  an  evangelical  hospital  in 
this  city  the  subscription  bind  amounted  al  the 
dale  of  that  report  to  i9,479$6io. 

— The  government  has  appointed  a  committee  to 
frame  a  law  harmonizing  $30!  Art.  72  of  the 
constitution  with  ihe  previous  legislation  in  regard 
lo  the  administration  of  the  properly  of  religious 
orders.

—On  the  loth  inst.  Jo3o  Baptist.!  da  Silva  Pinto 
arrived  here  from  Juiz  de  F6ia  with  9,900$  belong- 
ing to  his  nine-year-old  daughter  for  the  purpose 
of  investing  it  in  real  eslate.  Having  lost  ibis 
money  at  a  gambling. house,  he  determined  lo 
commit  suicide;  but,  being  prevented  from  doing 
'so,  he  told  his  story  to  one  "f  the  police  delegates 
who  compelled  the  owner  of  ihe  gambling-house 
to  return  the  money  to  Pinto. 

— The  Joriuil  of  the  131I1,  through  some  strange 
oversight,  gave  space  to  one  of  the  genuine  old- 
style  mojims,  signed  "Wuvcrman."  in  which  the 
English  banks  and  foreigners  in  general  are  treated 
to  a  shower  of  epithets  as  insulting  as  they  were 
indecent,  II  any  individuals  or  corporations  are 
to  blame  for  the  present  discreditable  position  of 
this  market,  they  mtisl  he  sought  for  among  the 
speculators  and  parasites  who  have  turned  Rio  de 
Janeiro  into  a  den  of  gamblers. 

—A  curious  story  is  told  of  a  recently  arrived 
couple  here.  The  wife  was  attacked  by  yellow 
fever  and  sent  lo  the  S.  Sebasliao  hospital,  where 
the  husband  went  to  hear  of  her  welfare  and  heard 
of  her  death.  The  poor  man  returned  home;  pur- 
chased mourning  for  himself  and  his  son,  a  young 
child,  and  even  had  the  usual  seventh-day  mass 
performed;  after  which  he  presented  his  wile's 
property  as  remembrances  among  his  friends. 
Some  days  alter  llie  "dead"  woman  appeared  at 
her  husband's  home — a  living  monument  of  the 
management  of  S.  Sebasliao. 

—The  Sociedade  Franzini  lias  addressed  a  circu- 
lar letter  i<>  ihe  various  beneficent  societies  of  this 
city,  asking  for  their  co-operation  in  its  work. 
The  work  thus  far  accomplished  is  a  guarantee  of 
its  good  failh  and  usefulness,  and  as  it  undertakes 
to  find  employment  for  laboring  men  of  all  nation- 
alities it  may  readily  be  used  to  supplement  the 
work  of  lliese  various  beneficent  organizations. 
Weaie  glad  lo  note  that  ihe  English  firms  and 
organizations  ol  the  cily  have  contributed  inosl 
liberally.  The  nationalities  most  benefitted,  how- 
ever, have  nol  yet  done  (heir  share  toward  the 
work.  We  know  from  personal  observation  that 
ihe  society  has  rendered  a  thoroughly  good  service 
lo  im  mi  gran  is  ol  all  nationalities  dining  the  past 
summer,  and  we  trust  lhal  ils  efforts  will  be  recog- 
nized by  liberal  contributions. 


—According  to  llie  National n\  Pelotas,  Ihe  con 
stilution  published  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  estab- 
lishes an  autocracy  in  that  slate,  giving  the  presi 
dent  all  legislative  power  except  taxing  the  people 
and  making  appropriations  for  the  public  expenses. 
Why  doesn't  Gov.  Portella  make  his  legislature 
adopt  a  similar  constitution  for  the  slate  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro? 

—Two  physicians  have  recently  asked  the  gov- 
ernor of  Sao  Paulo  for  a  privilege  for  creating  a 
sanatorium  and  hydropathic  establishment  at  So- 
rocaba,  hut  the  governor  has  invited  ihem  lo  wait 
for  the  meeting  ol  congress.  Why  a  privilege  is 
necessary  for  such  an  enterprise,  we  can  not  under- 
stand. The  Brazilian  people,  ought  to  be  dee 
enough  lo  have  a  water-cure  on  every  corner,  if 
they  feel  inclined  that  way. 

—In  S.  Paulo  a  man  who  abominates  lotti 
was  obliged  some  days  ago  to  do  violence  to  Ins 
feelings  by  buying  a  ticket  in  order  to  get  change 
for  a  50$  note.  Of  course  it  went  against  the 
grain,  but  the  winter  of  his  discontent  was  turned 
into  glorious  summer  when  he  learned  that  lib 
ticket  had  drawn    10,000$.     Some   are   born  rich, 

some  acquire  wealth  in   the  emilhamenlo,  and  oth-  I  evidently  intends  to  console  himself  by  making  tin 
ershave  wealth  thrust  upon  them.  I  journey  with  Cleary's  English  opera  troupe. 


—On  the  12th  insl.  there  was  .1  strike  among  the 
custom  house  laborers,  who  demanded  higher 
wages  and  llie  dismissal  of  the  employe  in  charge 
of  storage  room  No.  3,  accused  of  causing  the 
ilealli  of  one  of  the  laborers,  This  laborer,  it  is 
said,  was  discovered  on  the  10th  inst.  surrepti- 
tiously opening  a  ease  ol  merchandise  and  for  this 
reason  he  was  arrested  and  sent  to  prison.  He 
was  afterwards  released  at  llie  instance  of  Deputy 
Vinliaes,  and  subsequently  he  died  in  consequence, 
as  was  believed  by  the  laborers,  of  a  severe  healing 
which  he  had  received  anil  for  which  the  said  em- 
ploye was  responsible.  The  minister  of  finance 
resolved  lo  suspend  the  employe"  and  his  assistant 
until  Ihe  matter  can  be  investigated  and  to  increase 
Ihe  wages  of  ttie  laborers  500  reis  a  day.  The 
greater  pari  of  the  laborers  returned  to  their  work. 
Il  would  be  interesting  to  know,  however,  if  the 
minister  proposes  to  punish  a  man  for  protecting 
merchandise   at    the  custom  house  against  thieves.
